Bome think it due tothe
presence of the common burble bee,
an insect supposed to aid in fertilizing
tho flowers, but it may Lo to n less
rank growth of the plants or the eool
ttights in the latter part of summer, —

LAST DAYA AT PASTURE.

It Is difffienlt to maintsin ju -
ous growth s pasture turf, Oloss
eropping in the dry, hot weather bLas
something to do with this, na also has
the cropping which many pastures get
Inte in the fall, which does not allow
them opportunity fo eover the roots
with an aftermath that wonld protect
these roots from the cold and sndden
changes of winter. But it is evident
that no small part of this difficulty in
muintaining & good turl on pasture
lsnds arises from the ill-treatment
many pastiures receive from the too
enrly turning of stook sbroad npon
them in spring before the ground
beoomes well settled, —American Agri-
culturist,

WATENING PLANTS,

A question I bave been asked hun-
dreds of times by lady eustomers, suys
J. 8, Taplin in imeriuuz Gardening,
i, ““How often shall I water this
plant?" There is but one answer,
“"Whenover it {s dry." But by dry I
don't mean dust-dry and so baked
that the soil is eracking nway from the
sides of the pot, but when tho soil be-
gins to feel dry to the touoh or when
on smartly tapping the side of the
pot with the kouckles it rings from
the blow. By taking s dry plant snd
sounding it, and afterwards a wet one
you will at onbe appreciate the differ-
ence in sonnd. Even when dhe plant
is wet on the surface, it dry in the
ball, the sound will betray the fact.

Many plantsin pots which are stood
in jardioieres get yellow and sick from
no apparent cause. An examination
hns alwnys shown the soil sour from
excasd of water at the roots, caunsed
by tho water that had sonked through
the pot after watering and had been
left standing in the jardiniere, thus
preventing mration, and souring the
soil. The pot should always be hifted
out for watering and put back when
it hos done sonking.

PRESERVING BGGS,

In the experiments in keeping egus
made at one of the New York expori-
ment stations, the oggs wero all wiped
when fresh with o rag satnrated with
some antiseptic and packed tightly in
salt, bran, eto. Eggw packed during
Aprii snd May with salt, and whick
Lisd been wiped with coltonseed oil,
to which had been added boraie neid,
kept from four to five months with o
loss of nearly one-third, the quality
of those saved not being good,

Eggs packed iu brau, after the same
proliminary bandling, were all spoiled
after four months. Eggs packed in
salt during March and April, after
wiping with vaseline, to which salioylio
seid had been added, kept four or
five months without loss, the quality
nfter four months being much superior
to ordioary. Temperature of pach
box varying little from sixty degroes
Fubrenheit, aud ench box was turned
over ouce in every two days, Little
difference was observed in the keeping
of the fertile aud nnfertile cggw, nud
uo difference was uoticeable in the
keeping qualities of eggs from difler-
ent fowls or from those on diflerent
rations. —New York World,

MINTAKES IN THEE SPHAYING,

Men ofton apply tho same remedy
to all sorts of discases, and frequently
with dissstorous results, Thus the
superintendent of a Californin orohnrd
—i capable and enorgetio man, but
not a “book farmer”—found his troes
infested with red spiders. Knowing
that & spray of aaslt, sulpbor and lHme
wod good for rome things, he believed

it guod forall, snd with bis trees in |

full leaf nod tender folinge, ho gaveo
them a thorough spraying with the
lime wash, with what result it is difil-
oult to tall at this writing, but prabe.
ably he will kill the spiders, and not
improbably the trees ulso,

ueh judgmont should bo used in
the sppliestion of all washes in the
orohard. Thae lenves nre the lungs of
the treo, the brosthing appuratus, and
whatever destroys them iuvjures the
tree, Lime—the chiefl iugredisnt in
the lime, snlphur, and salt wash—of
course possessen highly omustio prop-
ortios. Tt s this Shat gives it ita of
footive gqualitiss, and it should be used
ou deciduous trees only in the winter
when they are dormant. It then

resches every part of the tree unl |

sealds the young seale insects, pre
veuting their growth and sprand,
But when the trees are in loal it ean-
uot resch the pests so effectunlly,
while it will do very serious injury to
tho treen

noquire ol lewst pome rodimentary
knowledge of entomwology in order to
cupe siccesafully with his issest en-
emion, nud st the ssme time not dam

v i broos or injore his insect friends,

used, Ifis bere that the lime, sul-
phr and salt spray comes into good
uso in the winter, when there ia no
danger of burning the lesves or young
growth, and a severe remady cun be
sulely nued. For summer use, how-
over, rtesin  solutions snd Keroseno
omulsion, which can bo used without
ondangeriug the trees, are the proper
romedies, —American Agrionlturist,

“The Iarge canoces, oalled taumn-
olnar, are built from akeol, The keel
i Inid in one solid pisce extonding
high up in the air at bow and stern,
both onds being nlike. The
strips and planks are xplit out of logr,
and bave no uniform  dimensions,
varying from six or elght inches tosix
or eight feet in longth, and are of
different widths. Theso are (astenod
to the keel, aod the sides geadunlly
built up, not by lapping one over ¢l e
other, but edge to edge, making w
tight, smooth surface.  To sccomplivh
this, the center of tho plunk isdressed
down thin along ono adge, Then by
boring lioles through the thick odgon
at intorvals, on the inside, nud tying
them together with fiber—not a nail
is nnod—na tight joint is made, and the
ontside left olown and smootl. Often
the soams are filled with gum which
exndes from the broad-froit tree; this
makens thom perfeotly water-tight,
